The production is now less than the consumption and I 
cannot see where there will be any let up of the demand. 
While the prices are high; I hope you can trim your sails 
so as to carry on the publication of the News and the 
other work in your office." 
We might add that the books and business of this in­ 
stitution are open at any time for the inspection of any 
customer who has a notion for a minute that we are mak­ 
ing more profit than is actually needed to operate the 
business. 
Furthermore, our rates are lower than those 
of^any other newspaper in the state of Oklahoma oper­ 
ating a like paper in a like city. 
It may be that they 
will be raised again—in fact they will have to be to avoid 
destruction unless conditions change. 
They are doing it

A VOTE THAT PUZZLES US 
When Senator Gore voted against the alien slacker bill he 
cast a vote that we have never been able to understand.

The United States was filled with alien slackers when war 
broke with Germany in 1917. 
As thousands of Americans 
fled to Mexico to escape military service, so tens of thousands 
of foreigners had hidden in the United States to escape mili­ 
tary service. 
At the outbreak of war in Europe in 1914 a 
great horde of able bodied Europeans clipped into this coun­ 
try to avoid a call to the colors. 
Under the laws of the 
country they could not be taken back into foreign armies. 
When this nation entered war in 1917 an effort was made 
to draft alien slackers.

when, at midnight, he was driven 
by thirst from his hiding place and j 
was captured while seeking water. J 
During the four days and four j 
nights since he had picked the lock 
of his cell and cut his way out of 
the cell house with a meat saw 
stolen from the prison kitchen his 
only subsistance had been a bunch 
of onions obtained as he had ob­ 
tained the saw. 
Now Smith is in the death house 
of the penitentiary—a prison with­ 
in a prison—loaded with irons but 
undismayed.

The United States department of ag­ 
riculture Is working out a key by 
means of which varieties of sweet po­ 
tatoes can be Identified. 
There has 
always been a great deal of confusion 
regarding sweet potato varieties, and 
this key will make It possible to posi­ 
tively Identify all true varieties. 
It 
Is based on the color, alce and shape 
of the stems and leaves, and on the 
color, sise and quality of the potatoes 
themselves. 
That1 the key works Is 
attested by the fact that by Its use 
varieties described at the time Colum­ 
bus discovered America have been 
Identified. 
The development of varieties of 
sweet potatoes for stock feed, sirup, 
starch and sugar making Is under way, 
and the preliminary results secured In­ 
dicate that the possibilities of the 
sweet potato have hardly been touched 
upon. It is yet too soon to say just 
what may be expected from this work, 
hut the results thus far secured are 
very promising. 
This work is being 
done at Arlington Farm. Va., and at 
the Pee Dee experiment station. Flor­ 
ence, S. C. 
Investigational work In curing sweet 
potatoes has also brought out Impor­ 
tant results. It was shown that with 
proper handling In storage conditions 
sweet potatoes can be carried through 
the winter and as late as April I with 
not more than I per cent of loss from 
decay.
